In late June I was extresely lucky to bo Invitod to partlcip'ote in 
what was undoubtedly the most iaportant UFO event that I have ever 
attended. I am not yet In a position to discuss It as openly as I would 

wishi because the 150 or go who were present agreed to let the procedlngs 

do the talking, tfe cannot refer to what any of the participants said or even 
relate who they were! This nay seem weird, hut there are legltlioato reasons. 
AH r con urge is that you watch out for the (undoubtedly namaoth} 
publication of these 100 + papers which the Fund for UFO Research hope to 
sell at the end of the year- Uhen it is avAilable I will let you know. 

However*given that there were pre-eyaposliuo preGs stories In sources 
like the Wall Street Journal and' post-event coverage In Influential 
magazines like the New Yorker ^ and as It is a very open secret in 
urology’s corridors of paranoia anyway ^ I will say a few things that I 
understand it Is acceptable to say. 

The idea was to bring together- some of the people involved in the 

abduction phenomenon from around the world (although in practice that meant 
the USA top guxiG plus a handful from elsewhere). We are not simply talking 
about UFOIogists here. Indeed, to a degree they were outgunned by 
professional psychologists, psychiatrists, thernplstSi etc. The abductees 
themselves were not left out and a very Important working panel of Bojue 
very astute individuals took a full and active part. 

Great minds and big money backed the project, which comprised five very 
full working days at MIT (a prestigious university acroGS the Harvard 
Bridge froBi downtown Boston)• HTT had not organised the symposium,! should 
stress. But as the spirit was undeniably serious and scientific they 
probably could not have disapproved of It If they had. 

In the five days (heglrtning early and ending late) things were niothlng 
like a UFO co-nference. The work was arranged on the lines of a standard 
scientific meeting whero a problem la first defined and then attacked. The 
abduction question ws thus broken down Into several dozen key topics which 
took us logically through the subject from how we first discover reports to 
how we might define therapy methods to help abduct ees cope with the 
aftermath of their experience. Those invited were then asked to submit 
papers on as juany of these Bub-headings as they wished and a refereed panel 
ultimately chose which were to be accepted and which were not. The result 
was an extraordinary high level, depth and number of the preBentationB- 

However, even more intriguing was the fact that time limits were 
imposed of the strictest order and rigorously enforced through the use of a 
ticking clock which sounded the end of a paper with an alarm! When I tell 
you that some papers were given 3 minutes and none longer than 20 you will 
see what I mean by rigorous (ruthless might be a more appropriate word). In 
fact this worked exceptionally well, because It altaost entirely prevented 
the usual trend for waffling-Since many of the papers were detailed reports 
on statlsticB nr experiments specially carried out by the presenter they 
had to give a good delivery of the salient facts otherwise they would have 
Just said hello and who they were when the dreaded buzzer cut then off! 
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Ag Much iijfte a& neceSEory^ vbe devoted after each paper to a throeh out 
of points raised by It^Thia wbb leBs like question time than a free for 
alit Sose Gpeclal seSBlons were then arranged at the end of the event to eet 
up working parties to continue the taskE Identified by the five da^E and 
create long overdue future practices. 

All in ailf this was real drecuotiiie UFOlogy unlike I have ever Been It 
before. My mefliorieB are of the long walk each joorniiig fron my hotel by the 
Red Sox stadium ocross the beautiful river and then my return that night as 
the basehall crowds ebbed peacefully onto the streets with the Lights of 
the city twinkling In the suiMier heat. But as important are the meniorles of 
what woG happening in those elderly buildings on the pretty coKipus as we 
sensed that this was an opportunity to start afresh and do what Maybe we 
should have done about the abduction mystery right froM day one, 

1 cannot discuss what the conference achieved or reveal Bpeciflcaily 
what was said. You nust wait for the procedings for that* But I con tell you 
that I presented five papers and e^cplaln what these were^ One was a detailed 
statistical review of 43 British abductions selected froa lOO 
possibilities. Another was a review of the hypnotic regreeslon experiment 
that I perEonally conducted with a clinical peychologlEt Cas briefly 
Akentloned in NUN lost year>* I gove a detailed presentation of one slnglci 
evidential cose. I also presented for th^ first tine detailed results of an 
experiioent I carried out to try to duplicate and extend the Infamous 
Lawson/HcCall imaginary abductee work with intriguing results. And I did a 
global analysis of what mat 1vations the abductees had been offered by 
their abductarE for the reasons behind their abduction, 

Much of the work I did was stimulated by the synposl um. Just remember 
that there were many other professionals there each offering their own 
insights and research of Many yeors* a lot of which 1 am equally sure wms 
brought Into being because of the creation of this event. Ab a result I 
think you will begin to see see that It poESlbly provided a more 
comprehensive, fact-packed and analytically based review of the abduction 
evidence In five gruelling and (for most of us> emationally overpowering 
doys then all the UFO meetings of the last decade put together, 

I know that I came away coovlnced that the rest of UFOlogy could 
benefit vastly from mra symposia organised like this. Just thinks If we 
tackled car stop coses, or crop circles, or Eeverol other iBsues In this 
manner! through the auspices of some recognised ocademla, then maybe we would 
make real pragresE In these areas too not Just sit twidling our thumbG, 1 
wonder about our desire to continue to hold public meetings in libraries 
where the same people give pretty much the some lectures to the saiae 
audience and then are reported In the saiae papers year after yeor? 

Is that actually the science of UFOlogy or a recipe for stagnation?

RETURN CAGAIN! OF THE KILLER MINK 

This long running saga began when Miles Johnston (erstwhile of Ireland 
and now In England ^ as I found to my recent amazeiient when a guest — 
working on a certain TV show which shall remain nameless) first wrote to 
Inform of a wave of alleged animal mutilations on the Scottish Isles. Reader 
Dr Peter Talbot checked it out tissue 153) with negutivo results (le nobody 
on the Islands professed to kAow about It) before Victor Kean (issue L54) 
wrote from Germany to tell us about a documentary * the return of the killer 
mink' screened in April which appeared to coAfirm the nut11atIons. 

Now, thanks to the BBC and some very dedicated In-depth research by Dr 
Talbot we have a clear Idea of what is what. The programme is In fact titled 
’Invasion of the killer ulnk’ and 1& co-produced by the BBC Natural Kistory 
unit in Bristol and the National Geographic Society. It aired In the UK on 
13 January 1992.No video is available, sadly,but the producer. Hark 
Jacobs, spoke willingly to Dr Talbot and loaned him a copy of his post- 
production script.I have seen relevant sections and can confirm all this. 
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What does it tell ns? The progranu&e described how the American mink 
has proliferated In Britain since Its accidental release here and as a 
result how many small animals (eg rabbits, chickens^ etc) have died through 
Its fierce bite to the throat,The Item Victor Kean describes le ’mutilated 
sheep... id.th brains sucked out’ actually came from the Cot6wolds, not the 
Scottish Islands. The deceased were tiny lambs only a few days old with the 

classic mink punctore wound and a hole In the brain. On the show a sheppard 

did speculate about brains being sucked outp but the progroEnve argued that 
the cause was more probably scavenging crows after the almk had left. Mink 
traps were eet in the areOt * mink was cougtit and the lamb killings stopped. 

Scottish islands were only briefly mentioned twice in the progranpae 
and neither in relation to mutilations (devastated crow populailone and 
proliferation of otters being the theme). Indeed at no point were anlml 
mutilations of any unexplained sort refered to at all^Dr Talbot notes. As he 
remorks; * Miles Johnston's orlglnol uncorroborated assertion was of a 
radical increase in animal mutilations In the north western Scottish 

isles. I could find no evidence of this and I LIVE there., , The docuwentary 

Victor Kean mentions turns out to hove no relevance to the issue'. 

Pete Talbot points out he Is taking no sides on this debate and Its my 
decision to devote ail this space to a fairly trivial matter. I have done so 
for one reason. I think it shows how a story can spread (rather like the 
mink) and take on a life of its own. Dr Talbotts research on the Islands and 
Into this documeniary sound a caullonory note about rumours within the 
paranormal. Do other animal mutllotion Cor UFO) waves have slnllar origins?

The pdnd 
seems to be playing a big role here. The amazing thing about the UFO 
phenomenon is that it increases Its possl bill ties. Why did we not have the 
CEt from the beginning? Is our mind ^enfolding' to most of these 
' somethings' of o form that we atill as yet do not fully understand. It 
almost mokes me think that If you want It to be a (certain) phenomenon then 
It may well materialize (that way) hy your focusing on it. ' 

I <JR> consider that the Andrew Is right to want to restore the role 
that our consciousness plny^ within the close encounter. 1 see the evidence 
ae undeniable that abductions are conditioned by personal and cultural 
views, but that la no sceptical * al 1 in the mind* dismisEal^ The truth Is 
mure complex than little grey men riding starships. I think It Is a question 
of space, tine and consciousness - a real key to the next frontier - mind. 
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THE PETER DAY FILM EXPLAINED? - AH UPDATE 

Readers May recall the debate that has raged for years about the 
famous Z3 secondG of filn taken by building Burveyar Peter Day on the 
morning of 11 January 1973 whilst on the Oxfordshlre/BucklnghoiaEhlre border 
(see the BUFORA Case ILEntory^ ^ Fire in the Sky % 1985^ still avoilable). 

Last year Steuart Cmipbell (unfairly to say the leaetl claimed credit 
in a phatagraphy magazine for *Galvlfig* the case idien UFOlogy bad failed. He 
said It was an F-ill Jet in trouble that was dumping fuel. This theory waB 
not new to his article^ It was discussed at lengih in the 6UF0E1A report and 
articles I wrote for OMKI tmd The Unknown some years ago, Steuart hod now 
got hold of the accident report on thr^ crash of the fated F~lll sonie miles 
away and 40 minutes after the sighting. Using Its content Campbell aaid the 
case woB proven^but did not release the report. Peter Day strongly disagreed 
but both his letter stating this and mine disputing the misrepresentatloD 
of our investigation of this case were Ignored by the photography Journal. 

Now thanks to reader James Sneddon of Falkirk It seeiuG that Aircraft 
I I luBtf^ted ClsEuee June and July 1992> feature items by Anthony 
Thornborough (crediting Campbell) which dlecuGE the accident. They take a 
very detailed (Jargon filled) look at the doomed nisalon with exteni^lve 
transcripts from the ground to air recordings showing what the crew said. 

There were two F-llle involved (code nojoes Sewn 12^ which crashed, and 
Sew It which flew alongside £1 until the crew ditched), lie know that the 
UFO sighting occurred at about 09.00. In fact the recordings show the F- 
HI'S problem began at OB. 58 and 30 seconds, or just 2 minutes after take 
off from RAF Upper Heyford. This clearly places at the precise spot where 
the UFO was seen and filmed by Peter Day and several others. 

A Tuel line nut on the fighter caused a leak and the port engine was 
engulfed by fire. This burnt through the rudder wiring causing the plane to 
become unstearable. Major Bob Kroos on aircraft number 68-024 reported the 
Incident (*have a fire on left engine. ^ . we are elngle engine and might be 
losing control here...') Hewn 11 advised ‘Dump fuel if you bove to Bob* and 
the stricken pilot confirmed ^tfe*re dumping; we*re gonna go ahead and dump.* 
Thornborough*6 orticlo notes at this point that it was standard 
procedure in such an emergency to eject fuel through the aft vent, the 
released fuel catching fire and burning up as a huge streamer Hie adds* * The 
resultant riamer was spotted by several ground observors and was In this 
Instance erroneously attributed to a UFO - but that's another story.* 

Other details added are thot the aircraft was at 2000 feet and stopped 
dumping fuel shortly before 09.04.lt was stuck on a heading east and having 
to make a right handed turn tn try to fly back west toward the base. The 
rest of the transcript Is a faGcinatlng account of the attempts to rescue 
the plane. The fire bad been very brief and fuel was soon very low. They had 
a problem getting the gear down for on emergency landing and after much 
hassle made a risky move at 09.47^ at which point Kroos Immediately loBt 
control and blew the plane*s ejection pod.The Jet had climbed to 5000 feet 
and so was well out of sight above cloud. As the crew parachuted to safety 
the empty F-lil screamed to earth in a fireball near Hilton Keynes and by 
good fortune impacted into a field causing no damage or injury. 

The outcoine of all of this is very significant. The facts as outlined 
in the transcript leave us with no realistic alternative. The plane was at 
the correct position, flying on the right heading and exactly at the height 
where the cloud celling began (thus making it invisible ot ground level). 
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In ndditlon It hnd loEt one engine go sound out put y&6 probohij low 
enough not to he heard by a schoolyard full of children or a aao Inside a 
car GOM way lo the south. At exactly the point where the orange firey UFO 
wnB fllined the flajKlng F“IIl began to eject blazing fuel* This was shut off 
quickly, the plane turned south (thus naklng Its afterburner disappear frooi 
that direction) and cllittbed veil above cloudfnow Invisible and Inaudible, 

Looking at these facts it eeeas hard to doubt that the object seen 
and filflied that day aust be conaldered as resolved. Surely it had lo be the 
stricken F-IH Jet In Its first aaiientG of a auiidanely triggered disaster. 
The witnesses still described uhat they saw very veil. Nor (despite what 
Ciu&pbell says) does It reflect badly on UFOlogy. The facts pointing toward 
this conclusion were accumulated by painstaking research without the 
restricted accident report which he Gecured and which shows all the above. 

1 BUspect Peter Day will etlll dieagreei and one must respect his 
opinions of course. But the only alternative seems to be that a UFO and F- 
lii were both In al&ost exactly the same place at this precise tine and 
were behaving In Identical fashion. Had there been any reason to suspect 
that the accident to the F-IIJ might be puzzling or have occurred at the 
same moment the UFO was filmed, then that option would remain viable la a 
UAF could have been seen and triggered the catastrophe. In fact the crash 
had a simple cause and happened as the Jet screoMd off the runway two 
minutes before the film was taken.lt occurred In a manner that is not 
unique or unusual. To be honest that really does appear to be that*

If we are told that UFOs are a mixture of as yet unrecognised weather 
phenomena and visiting extraterrestrial craft that is not a particularly 
traumatic Gtatement. In fact a lot of people would accept It, But if we were 
to suggest that some so called UFOs and most aliens were manifestations 
from what may be loosely termed 'magical realms' and that UFO researchers 
are (therefore) students of the occult studying a subject that Is merely 
posing in an acceptable guise, then that Is not so comforting and many 
readers will no doubt reject it as 'unscientific". 

But, other than what amounts to nothing more than unsubstantiated 

claims of the retrieval ^ of crashed alien craft, there Is no evidence 

whatsoever that this subject has He origins on other planets or that the 

architects of these vessels emenate from a technology based civilisation. 

Costactees and abductees form the most predominant link between 

humanity and these intel1tgenceG. These people have the most Intimate form 
of contact with beings who claim nofi-eorthly origins* After about 50 years 
what evidence do (even) these people have for the technological basis of 
these entities? 

A few are delivered a quasl-sclence which Is supposed to give 
Indications about the power system of vesBels (eg designs for perpetual 
motion devices which clearly have no mechanical possibilities). Other than 
this there is little if any meaningful technical knowledge 
offered. Abductees report seeing some of this,but how meaningful is it when 
the abductee Is unqualified to examine the systems or to ask questions? 
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By far the oven^helAlng nunher of conteciooB are choaen se either 
apiriiual figureheads or ore aeked to aake the aliens presence knoun to the 
rest of the planet. They are effectively given mlSBlone which set then apart 
from the rest of the population. Some moy even be told (or have deluded 
theiiBelve& Into thinking) that they are a new Chrlet; ie they are the 
catalyat which will introduce o new set of nnral and spiritual ethics to 
this planet. 

Of even greater Interest are those people ufto have to retrieve hidden 
artifacts or are to head a colony of Gurvivom the afierKith of the 
proposed global upheavalsLa&t year 1 sat and Ilfitened to various 'chosen* 
leaders. We would sit with our tea and biscuits and dlscuBs the postulated 
” Armageddon* . This would be spoken by them with a certain detBchmentf as 
though they could see no real dlsctnfort In what they were describing.! 
found it was like listening to a tirade fro» poiltlcal candidates. They were 
trying to *sell* their philosophy and convince me that 'their aliens” were 
right.

Hsdla publicity has been very thin on the ground (wtilch Is great news 
In my oplnlonK I personally believe we would do well now to pack In 
cereology for three or four yeare until every last drop of F, has been 
wrung from the field and the plethora of hoaxers have finally given up In 
despair. Tlien, as 1 have long predicted In this column, we will return to the 
realities of the crop circle phenomenon; which means a few quite simple 
patterns spread over a iiAjrLdwlde geographical area turning up every suafier* 
Huch of what we have seen since IS&S, with a vast explosion of circle 
najnberB, bii^arre designs, press publicity, books and circle researchers has 
been founded on the quicksand of eoclologlcal hoaxing, ft Is a fascinating 
story for the historians of the future as It probably teaches a lot about 
wish fulfilBient and our woeful interpretation of evidence. However, behind it 
all there Is today {just as there has always been) a REAL crop circle 
mystery. It is Just that most crop circle researchers stopped investigating 
this when dollar signs masquerading as tabloid banner headlines created on 
eldorado of delusions and illusions that were far more lucrative instead* 
This year only about lOO circles appeared In Britain tway down on the 
last three suzuBers). Remarkably, many cerealogists rejected most <ar even 
dll> of them as fakesl 1 flew with Busty Taylor over the best in late July 
and viewed others on the ground with Paul Fuller and agree that most of 
what I saw was dubious. I suspect that a couple of them may have been 
reali but researchers are now so wary after being caught out in the past 
that nobody is brave enough to say which are whichE 

Horeover, the great *hoax-a-clrcle" competition (which as readers know 
I did not endorse) seems to have backfired. The best pictograme there 
created look to have had all the hallmarks of so-called real circles and 
were dona In relative ease hrlth mlnlinal evidence that may have led to then 
being detected. Cereal agists have kept ominously quiet about the 
outcome, which suggests it was less favourable than they had hoped. But there 
is no doubt what the media thought of it. They pmclalmed It to be a 
v'indlcatlon of the widespread (or even universal) nature of hoaxing. 
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Crop circle research will not vanlEh without a fights Paul Fuller 
intends to continue ^ The Crop Uatcher*^ * Ibbub 12 C£K50 per issue or £9 for 
six via 3 Selborne Ct^ Tavistock Close, Romsey Kants 3051 7TY> has a long 
reflective look at this suoaers run goings on and will hopefully chronicle 
the painful transition of the subject fro* wdla sideshow to a mundane and 
small scale serious endeavour that Is tackling the few real circles instead 
of chasing the elusive heels of rampaging packs of hoaxers. 

It appears that nearly all the main crop circle figureheads are fading 
from the scene^Pat Delgado split with Colin Andrews. Colin^along with George 
Wingfield and Richard Andrews (so It is being said) are all iDoving or have 
already moved to the USA and will continue lecturing; although returning to 
the UK from time to time, Iteanwhlle Pat Delgado announced the suspension of 
his newsletter and there are rumours floating around about the future 
directions of other prominent flgureB and groups, li is almost as if a giant 
bubble <filled with egg custard) has exploded over the crop circle 
community who are suffering post traumatic stress syndrome as a result. 

That said, crop circle publication is still taking place*Michael 
Chorost returned to the UK with an excellent team of sclentlstG and a lot 

of money to do the kind of sampling in search of radtoactlvlty and chemical 

changes that should hove been done before last years pronouncements. All 
Indications are that the 1992 experijocntatlon was first-class science which 
can only be applauded. However, given the fact that olmoEt no cereulogist 
reckons this yearB circles are other than fakes the results of these tests 
should be more than a little interesting. 

Chorost has annotated a listing of some 250 books, newsletters* 
artlcleSp videos, etc - and the result ( Circles of Note ) Is a bravu and 
worthti^ile at tempt.

As you might expect the result is a highly 
en£er"iaiiji/j^ yarn that takes you through the subject in a perceptive way^ 

However, this is not another yawn-inducing book about crop circles. It 
uses this subject to introduce the topic of Reich*s Orgone energy. Most of 
you probably only know of this through Kate Bushes song 'Cloudhvtsting* 
(listen to the words). But in fact it Is a curious tale of the supernatural 
about the alleged discovery of a mysterious force in the air and the 
repercussions of that finding. If Orgone Is real, Andy argues, then it offers 
new insights into the crop circle mystery h^jicij can bridge the gap between 
the natural plasma vortex concept of the physicists and the carious/ 
that don* t seeis to fit and yet which cerealogy throws upon us all the time. 

Whether you actually believe that he is correct probably doesn't 
in£ft£^r in the end. ^e nmkes a good case and has ample references and 
Illustraiions. But even if you dispute his conclusions you will find this to 
be a truly enjoyable book. If you are interested In crop circles, 
strang'e energy forces and t/ie Jiire you definitely won't regret 
Investing £5 in this throughly ent/iraJEiing^ text, H&artlly recommended.

That might give you some inkling as to the direction that its author 
takes in trying to dejDonstrate a whole new approach to the €£ IV. 
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ITen Ring is mn American psychologist yho is a founder of research into 
the *Nesr Death Experience* (or NDE}^ These are resoarkable visionary 
encounters yhich are being experienced by people all over the world at 
times of great stress (commonly near death! and yet wbich share 
characteristics so clearly that they appear Msore than mere hallucinations. 

That description jisy indicate why there is a hint of a link with the 
abduction phenoaenanf a not dissimilar global vision^ and there are those who 
have already debated the JJo*, Fev have been UFOIogisis, sadly, Ken Rlng^ as an 
HUE researcher had not been one of them ei ther, Ife^ like his colleagues^ was 
fairly sceptical of abduction sforJes, Peter Hough and J can confirm this as 
as we CrJed eeveraJ years ago to persuade Ring*s Briil^ protege^ 
psychologist Margot Grey^ to take up our offer of Joint CB IV/NDE research, 

Anyhowt eventually Ring did see the Hgfit and did start to researc* 
patterns^ Luckily he Mas switched on to the non-American UFO JJterature from 
early on and so qtxic*Jy realised that it woe not all tales of little grey 
men in freezers. He very fairly credits the input from UFOlogy in this 
hook^ which not only acts as a synthesis of these more avant garde looks at 
the abduction but goes way beyond with his research into the Cknega concept. 

He examines NDE evidence and abduction material separateiyt then shows 
the extensive parallels that exist between them. A major statistical survey 
has been carried ow( for this book and all the results are given in 
scientific fashion in the back.

Promatlng the * ET or not ET* (Sheffield) conference in 
August his very different coiaificnts attracted wide attention.'I can't 
believe in £T any nkore* bemoaned the B fgidford Teleg ra ph CIO Aug} under a 
picture of ET Cor was It Phi] 1 p?>-This was presented as a 'shock 
aAnouncement' to come as a 'blow' to the conference. The Wail on Sunday (9 
Aug) had 'A close encounter of the vanishing kind' which cited Philip 
Mantle finally expunging the ETEh ' Mien I started out, I ms convinced we 
were being visited by aliens-Kow 1 am not. - - f can see no evidence at all of 
extraterrestrial involveoient. ” Allegedly the fall off In British UFO 
sightings was ' phenomenal'; from hundreds they had plunged to 56 a year, 

1 must disagree. It is true that In the early 80' 6 numbers decreased. I 
recall similar coumienta a decade ago (indeed I made some of themthen) but 
there has been a recent upturn-Many cases remain IFOs Ceg of laser shows) 
and good close encounters ar~e few and far between, but the UFO sighting 
Itself is on the increase not the decrease. I doubt HUM readers will have 
noticed a dearth of sightings In these pages over the past year or two.

incident'- Later the local UFO group wrote to congratulate Quest and the 
newspaper for going 'out on a limb' and having 'the guts to print &uch 
delicate Inforouitlon.- - the Rochdale public can be justifiably proud of Its 
UFO research group and its local newspaper-Its another first for Rochdale-* 
Not all agreed with this diagnosis. On 29 April someone named simply £T 
presented a fairly sober, sceptical piece disputing the story-Of course, a 
inemher of the Rochdale group replied to this on 6 Hay calling ET's coBwtfi 
' naive, narrow piinded and lacking Intelligence*, then added that there was 
evidence that a UFO related project had been found to be top secret *38 
levels above that of the atom bomb' (in ay view. If bureacracy really Is 
stupid enough to devise more than 38 secrecy levels it deserves all It gets 
from any UFOs daft enough to want to visit earth- } 
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Another Rochdale UFOloglst entered the fray on 9 Hay by adviElng 
readers that the Observer's own editor was ' Ellenced' In 1957 over a UFO 
sighting at Wardle (oh, and "the MoO are running scared about the crop 
circles' too). The editor felt need to reply that staff working on the 
paper In 1957 do not rej&enber being silenced - but * do renamber. . - two 
pranksters launching an inflatable dinghy over Brown Vardle as a hoax*» 

Back c&ffle the undaunted UFOloglsts (13 Hay) detemined to answer this 
charge^ One cited the Haywood Advertiser In 1969 Cwho allegedly stated that 
the WbD had cautioned a young reporter on the case in 1957>*Another agreed, 
(and indeed it was said to be in 'Above Top Secret' as such), then 
challenged the editor to print the full story on this and a later Incident 
at Heywood in Hay 1989 ' wiaen phones went dead in an aunbulance station 

whilst three UFOs hovered overhead" . The writer claimed to be the 'only' UFO 
Investigator to interview these witnesses and suggests they were silenced. 

Luckilyf HUH readers can judge ibis 1989 Heywood case for theoiselveE, 
Despite the above claim to exclusivity, MUFORA and the lUN launched a Joint 
Investigation into the case before anyone. The police actually called Peter 
Hough in the middle of the night as It all unfolded and by breakfast time 
we were Interviewing witnesses and working with Jodrell BanJc; who even ran a 
special computer progranune to help try to resolve the case. Claims about 
dead phones and silenced witnesses need to be seen alongside the full story 
which you can read in NUH issues 137 and 138 (June and August 1969). 

The final word (so far) comes from the Observer editor ref the 1957 
cassi noting one of the hoaxers confessed about the dinghy.--End of story???
